Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kawasaki et al in view of either Pappis et al or Ishii et al, for the reasons given in the 
last Office Action. Applicants' argument, that Kawasaki et al clearly state in col. 8, lines 
39-41 that firing at less than 1700 C causes the hBN to have low crystallinity whereas, 
by contrast, the present invention utilizes two heating steps with the first being to 
uniformly heat the reaction mixture and maintain at or below 1000 C, is not convincing, 
since the heating step at 800^C disclosed at col. 13, lines 1-4 of Kawasaki et al would 
constitute a preheat step. Applicants' argument, that Kawasaki et al is incompatible with 
either Pappis et al orlshii et al, is not convincing, since prior art references may be relied 
upon not only for what they specifically teach or disclose, but also for what they would 
collectively suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art.
